The Chinese Telephone 
Nature-, 


At tho last meeting" of tho China Asiatic 


society at SljaoRlml an hislriuuent, which 
a species of primitive telephone, was pre- 
sented for inspection by Or Macgowsn, of 
Weuchow. It 
consisted ot two bamboo 
cylinders, from ly to J inches in cliametn 
and 4 Inches in length , ono end of each was 
clobed by a tympanum of pig blnddur, which 
was perforated for the transmitting string, 
the latujr being kppt In place by beiug knotted 
This rude instrument is called tliu "Ibtomng 
tubes," and is employed for auiuscmeut as a 
toy, conveying whispurs 40 to 50 fuel. It Is 
unknowu lu many parts of Chiau, the province 
ot Cha-kiang nud Klatigsu being the only ones 
so f«i- n-1 can bo ascertained, where the listen- 
ing tubes are employed, liosides this toy, 
Chinese Ingenuity produced, about a ceutury 
nnd a half ago, tbe "thousand mile speaker."
